New Law May 
Effect Bohn 
Trial Here

Attorney General Ivan A. Elliott 


offered an opinion today on the 
recently enacted reckless homicide 
law, which constitutes the indict- 
ment against Mrs. Ann Bohn. 


Mrs. Bohn is charged with driv- 


ing the car that killed three Har- 
mon residents Aug. 13. 


Elliott held that the jury must 


fix the exact penalty for persons 
convicted under the reckless homi- 
cide act—unless they decide on a 
penitentiary sentence. That leaves 
the jury the power to fix the 
penalty for a jail sentence. 60 
days to six months, and the fine 
fro m$100 to 5500. 


The attorney general (in an 


opinion which is not binding) said 
that if -the penitentiary sentence 
is agreed upon, the court must 
fix leng-th of confinement within 
the minimum and maximum limits 
set by the law, one to five years. 


The reckless homicide law was 


enacted by the 1949 legislature. It 
set up a new charge to cover 
cases where an offense is graver 
than reckless driving- but not ser- 
ious enough to justify the charge 
of manslaughter 


Reckless homicide was defined 


as driving a motor vehicle with 
reckless disregard for the safety 
of others and causing a person's 
death.

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Cash Hungry Cities Don't 
Get Much Encouragement 
From Governor Stevenson 


Springfield, 111., Oct 13—(AP) 


—The demand of cash 
hungry 


cities for special legislative session 
to help them out met a cool recep- 
tion from Governor Stevenson last 
night. 


A few hours after the request 


was voiced by the Illinois Munici- 
pal League, the governor told a 
league convention banquet: 


"The cities are in a squeeze— 


and so is the state." 


Stevenson said the 1951 general 


assembly will have to "very sub- 
stantially increase" state revenues 
to keep spending at present levels, 
let alone start shelling out money 
to cities. 


Only a., "miracle" can change 


this outlook, he said. 


In a resolution adopted yester- 


day, the League urged the gover- 
nor to bring state lawmakers back 
to Springfield "as soon as pos- 
sible." 


The financial plight of. cities is 


"acute and becoming worse," the 
resolution said, and is handicap- 
ping "necessary municipal func- 
tions." 


It called for early 
legislative 


action to lyoaden 
local 
money 


raising powers or "to make availa- 
ble to 
municipalities additional 


sources of revenue." 


Stevenson hinted at obstacles to 


meeting either demand at a special 
session. 


Want* Guarantee 


He suggesfed that the League 


send him, along with the resolu- 
tion, a copy of the legislation it 
has in mind "and the names of 
102 members of the house and 34 
senate members 
guaranteed 
to 


vote for it." 


That's the number of votes re- 


quired in a special session to make 
legislation effective immediately. 


At its regular meeting early this 


year, the assembly refused to ap- 
ptove major city aid plans. 
At 


that time, only 77 house and 26 
senate votes 
were 
needed 
for 


passage.

on enlarging local business li- 
censing powers. 
A program for 


albtmg $34,000,000 to cities on 
a pei capita grant basis in the 
next two years also failed. 


The governor's views on the im-

Two men were slain and five oth- 
ers were wounded, one seriously, 
early today when two gunmen at- 
tempted to hold up a poker game 
in a downtown cigar store.

the front of the store and fell 
fatally wounded. 


Nelson identified the captured 


gunman as George 
E. Gratzer, 


27, of 
Bedford, Ind. Gratzer, 


weakened from loss of blood, was 
taken to Ball Memorial hospital. 
He was suffering from a bullet 
wound in the abdomen. 


Nelson said 
Ralph 
Frazier, 


owner of the cigar store, was seri- 
ously wounded from a bullet in 
the stomach. The others wound- 
ed in the shooting were Glen Cas- 
tile, 40, a machinist, Tom Cook, 
55, and John 
Stewart, 
all 
of 


Muncie. 


Nelson said Frazier told him 


one of the gunmen had been in 
the rear of the store and when 
the second entered he drew a gun. 
Frazier said he shouted "Watch 
that man with a gun," and both 
gunmen 
started 
shooting.

said they fled without taking any 
money after firing between 20 and 
25 shots

U. S. Must Stop Soviets in Germany 


The West German state sponsored by the three western 


powers now has a Soviet-supported eastern competitor. Its 
creation is Russia's newest move in the cold war; but it has 
not struck fear in western hearts. 


It is a flat admission that for a time at least the Rus- 


sians have given up hope of gaining control of all Germany. 
They have acknowledged that the government of the west- 
ern zones is too strong to be pushed aside easily. 


This is no small admission. The eastern zone controlled 


by the Soviet union is -largely agricultural and has a popula- 
tion of about 19.000,000. Some 45.000,000 people and most 
of Germany's industry are concentrated in the West German 
Republic. 


Since the close of World War IT Russia has held a tight 


grip on the east German sector. Thus to formalize this 
control by establishing an East German Republic is to startle 
nobody. 


Furthermore, the western powers apparently do not in- 


tend to let the move go unchallenged. Officials have hinted 
that the three nations will very likely counter the Soviet 
action by incorporating the western areas of Berlin into the 
general western zone. This would tend to strengthen west- 
ern Berlin against the gnawing economic difficulties now 
handicapping the city. 


Russia naturally is endeavoring to put the brightest pos- 


sible face on its maneuver. It proclaims the new government 
as a provisional "all-German" state, throwing out broad 
hints that representatives from western sectors will some- 
how be chosen to make the new eastern parliament actually 
a national rather than regional affair. 


Moscow-trained German leaders in the Soviet zone call 


for liquidation of the West German state, the re-establish- 
ment of political and economic unity in the country and the 
designating of Berlin as the "national" capital. 


Meantime. Russian publications suggest that the Soviet 


Union may recognize the new regime as the only true (ier- 
man government, may sign a separate peace treaty with it 
and withdraw Russian troops from eastern German terri- 
tory. 


Moscow has talked many times of such moves, hoping 


always to awaken support for Russia in the minds of Ger- 
mans. Up to now the appeals have fallen on deaf ears. West- 
ern authorities do not believe these latest hints, even if they 
are translated into reality, will make a deep impression on 
the stubborn Germans. 


What Russia can get out of eastern Germany she is al-, 


ready gettting. No new advantage is likely to come to her 
as result of thi# move. 


Nor are the western powers liable to lose ground in the 


German phase of the eold war so long as they continue to 
strive earnestly for a unified policy aimed at* leading Ger- 
many gradually but aurely toward genuine political democ- 
racy and a healthy economy. 


Progress thus far has been moderately good. But there 


c*n be no slackening of effort, for fear that the Germans, 
however much they seem to hate their Russian neighbors, 
will some day yield to their appeals as the only positive 
answer they can see to economic and political chaos.

Your co-worker, Mr. E. L. Ful- 


mer, has asked that I give you my 
reaction of the visit to the in- 
cinerator at Monroe, Wisconsin 
yesterday. First of all I wish to 
thank the Dixon Evening Tele- 
graph and Mr. Fulmer for giving 
me the opportunity of the visit to 
get first hand information as to 
just how such a plant is operated. 


Upon arriving at Monroe we 


were met by the Mayor and City 
Clerk who flftccompanied the dele- 
gation to the incinerator plant. We 
arrived just at the right time as 
a truck had just unloaded a load 
of o-arbage into the incinerator and 
we°had the chance of seeing just 
how the burning took place. The 
temperature in the burner was 
approximately 1350 degrees and 
from this temperature the garbage 
burned rapidly. By a suction type 
blower the heat from the fire is 
pulled back into the furnace which 
helps in drying out the garbage 
and assists in burning the garbage 
as well as the gases in the com- 
bustion chamber. 
There was no 


odor of any kind at the plant and 
the amount of smoke was so small 
it was negligible. 
The operator 


toid me that since the plant has 
been in operation that no coal has 
been used to start the fire by this 
is donf. by boxes, cartons and other 
refuse that is brought to the 
plant. At present they are burn- 
ing about ten ton of garbage daily 
and from this amount of burning 
there are about four wheel barrows 
of ash, most of this being from 
cans, glass etc. which is put in 
with the garbage but do not com- 
pletely bum up but do enough that 
they can be easily crumbled and 
disposed of with the ash. I would 
say the sanitary condition around 
and in the plant were perfect. 


We next visited the place where, 


the city has a burning ground for 
wooden boxes that are wired to- 
gether, brush, etc., that cannot be 
burned at the plant in the incine- 
rator. Naturally there was smoke 
from this burning place but no 
odor to speak of and no rats which 
are usually found at a place of 
this kind.

award last night. Boyd Orr is a 
food expert and practical farmer. 
He formerly headed the United 
Nations food and agricultural or- 
ganization. 


No Nobel Peace Prize was given 


in 194S. The 1947 prize went to 
The American Fnends (Quakers > 
service committee and The Friends 
Service Council, London. 


The prize, awarded from a fund 


set up in 1896 by Alfred B. Nobel, 
.he inventor of dynamite, amounts 
to 156,289.82 Norwegian 
kroner 


(521,88930). It is awarded to per- 
sons deemed outstanding in pro- 
moting peace among nations. 


The Nobel committee does not 


give reasons for its awards. The 
>9-year-old recipient, known as Sir 
John Boj d Orr, until he was made 
a Baron <ast January, said he be- 
ieved the prize was given him 
for his proposal for a world food 
3lan as well as for his work for 
a world federal government. 


Lord Boyd Orr served as direc- 


:or-general of the food and. agri- 
culture organization from the time 
it was set up in 1946 until April, 
1948, being succeeded in that post 
by Norris E. Dodd of the United 
States. In September, 1948, Lord 
Boyd Orr was elected president of 
the world movement for world 
federal government at a congress 
of world federalists in Luxem- 
bourg.

All Christmas mail is to be 
forwarded between Oct. 15 and 
November 15, the ruling states and 
the instructions read as follows: 


"Many persons in this countiy 


will wish to send special Christ- 
mas parcels to their loved ones 
overseas, and these instructions, 
are, therefore, issued with a view 
of assuring their delivery on time 
and in good condition. Patrons 
may, if they desire, endorse each 
such gift parcel "Christmas Par- 
cel" and special efforts will be 
made to effect 
delivery of all 


Christmas parcels mailed during 
the period, October 15, 1949, to 
November 15, 1949, in time for 
Christmas. Postmasters were re- 
quested to give widest publicity to 
the following, including furnishing 
this information to the public. 


"The term "armed forces over- 


seas" includes the personnel of the 
armed forces, members of their 


j families 
and 
authorized United 


States civilians employed overseas 
who receive their mail through an 
APO or Fleet Post Office, care of 
postmaster New York, N. Y., San 
Francisco, Calif., or an APO, care 
postmaster, Miami, Fla : New Or- 
leans, La., or Seattle, Wash. 


Earlier the Better 


"The 
importance of 
mailing 


Christmas parcels during the des- 
ignated period cannot be empha- 
sized too strongly—the earlier the 
better. Parcels destined for deliv- 
ery in Japan. Korea and the islands 
in the Pacific should be mailed as 
early as possible, preferably not 
later than November 1, in view of 
the distances involved. 


"Parcels for Navy and Marine 


Corps personnel serving in the 
most 
remote areas 
should be 


mailed not later than October 15. 
Parcels for such personnel known 
to be in an area which would per- 
mit mailing after October 15 may 
be deposited at a later date within 
the period. 


"Christmas cards for Army and 


Air Force personnel overseas may 
be mailed at any time, but patrons 


cept that a limit not to exceed 50 
pounds has been established for 
parcels addressed for delivery to 
APO's 124 and 125. care of the 
postmaster, New York, N. Y. 


"Boxes for overseas transmission 


must necessarily be of strong con- 
struction on account of the great 
distance these parcels must be 
transported and the handling and 
storage they must undergo. It is 
absolutely necessary that all arti- 
cles for overseas be packed in 
boxes of metal, wood, solid fibre- 
board or strong double-faced cor- 
rugated 
fibreboard, testing 
at 


least 200 pounds. 


Tie 'Em Good 


"Each box should be securely 


tied with strong cord, preferably 
by 
four 
separate 
pieces, 
two 


lengthwise 
and two 
crosswise, 


knotted at crossings. Sealing the 
flaps with gummed tape where 
they meet strengthens the box, but 
the use of such tape alone is not 
satisfactory, since the tape loosens 
if the boxes be«ome wet or exposed 
to moist atmosphere. 


"Boxes should contain sufficient 


cushioning material so that the 
contents be tightly packed to pre- 
vent any rattling or loosening of 
the articlps within the parcels. Un- 
less completely packed and tightly 
filled, boxes are 
likely to be 


crushed. 


"It is also desirable that all fi- 


breboard boxes be securely wrap- 
ped in heavy paper, which mate- 
rially strengthens the boxes. They 
should be tied as above suggested 
before and after applying 
the 


heavy paper wrapper. 


"Particular attention should b« 


paid to parcels mailed by depart- 
ment stores and others wrapped in 
so-called gift style Such parcels 
should be enclosed in substantial 
containers. 


"In addition to the usual articles 


normally prohibited in the mails, 
matches of all kinds and lighter 
fluid are unmailable. 
Cigarettes 


and other tobacco products are 
prohibited transmission for deliv- 
ery through APO's including the 
parent postal organization and any 
units thereof bearing a hyphenated 


should deposit such cards prior to j suffix, which are located in Aus- 
November 15. 1Q49, if they are to tna. England, France, Germany, 
have a reasonable expectation of 
delivery prior to Christmas. Greet- 
ing cards for such personnel over- 
seas must be sent in sealed envel- 
opes and prepaid at the first class 
rate. Cards prepaid at less than 
the first class rate are handled as 
short-rate matter. 


"The size and weight restrictions 


for mailing other domestic parcel 
post are applicable to Christmas 
parcels for the armed forces ex- 


Italy and Trieste, and also Navy 
No.'s 913 and 963 in Germany. 
Other articles specifically prohib- 
ited by prior orders for transmis- 
sion to certaian APO destinations 
are likewise prohibited in Christ- 
mas parcels."
